135. (Previously Presented) A wound retractor for retracting an opening in a 
body, comprising: 

an anchoring frame located proximal of the opening; 

a retracting member extending from the anchoring frame and through the 
opening and into the body; and 

a securing frame located distal of the opening and in the body, the securing 
frame configured to assist in selectively securing the retracting member. 

136. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 135, wherein the 
retracting member and the securing frame are frictionally engaged and movable relative 
to one another. 

137. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 136, wherein the 
frictional engagement assists in securing the retracting member to the securing frame. 

138. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 135, wherein the 
retracting member includes a sleeve. 
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139. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 138, wherein the 
securing frame includes a ring member. 

140. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 135, further including a 
valve coupled to the anchoring frame to seal the opening. 

141 . (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 140, wherein the valve 
forms an iris-type valve. 

142. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 135, further including a wound 
retractor release member operatively coupled to the securing frame. 

143. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 142, wherein the wound retractor 
release member includes a pull strap operatively coupled to the securing frame and 
extending outside the body. 

144. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 135, wherein the 
anchoring frame includes an inner member and an outer member, the retracting 
member being fixed to the inner member. 
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145. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 144, wherein the 
retracting member extends from the inner member, wraps around the securing frame, 
and includes a portion slidable between the inner member and the outer member. 

146. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 145, wherein a valve is 
coupled to the inner member to seal the opening. 

147. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 146, wherein the 
retracting member includes a sleeve. 

148. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 147, wherein the 
securing frame includes a ring member. 

149. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 148, wherein the outer 
member includes a ring-shaped member having a groove and a portion of the inner 
member is received in the groove. 

150. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 149, further including a wound 
retractor release member having a pull strap operatively coupled to the securing frame. 

151. (Previously Presented) A wound retractor for retracting an opening in a 
body, comprising: 

an anchoring frame located proximal of the opening; 
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a retracting member extending from the anchoring frame and through the 

opening; and 

a securing frame located distal of the opening, the securing frame selectively 
engaged to the retracting member. 

152. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 151, wherein the 
retracting member and the securing frame are selectively frictionally engaged. 

153. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 152, wherein the 
frictional engagement assists in securing the retracting member to the securing frame. 

154. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 151, wherein the 
retracting member includes a sleeve. 

155. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 154, wherein the 
securing frame includes a ring member. 

1 56. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 1 51 , further including a 
valve coupled to the anchoring frame to seal the opening. 

157. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 156, wherein the valve 
forms an iris-type valve. 
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158. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 151, further including a wound 
retractor release member operatively coupled to the securing frame. 

1 59. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 1 58, wherein the wound retractor 
release member includes a pull strap operatively coupled to the securing frame and 
extending outside the body. 

160. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 151 , wherein the 
anchoring frame includes an inner member and an outer member, the retracting 
member extending from the inner member. 

161 . (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 160, wherein the 
retracting member is fixedly secured to the inner member, wraps around the securing 
frame, and includes a portion slidable between the inner member and the outer 
member. 

162. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 161, wherein a valve is 
coupled to the inner member to seal the opening. 

163. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 162, wherein the 
retracting member includes a sleeve. 
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164. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 163, wherein the 
securing frame includes a ring member. 

165. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 164, wherein the outer 
member includes a ring-shaped member having a groove and a portion of the inner 
member is received in the groove. 

166. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 165, further including a wound 
retractor release member having a pull strap operatively coupled to the securing frame. 

167. (Currently Amended) A wound retractor for retracting an opening in a body, 
comprising: 

an anchoring frame located proximal of the opening; 

a retracting member including a first end portion and a second end portion, the 
retracting member secured to the anchoring frame at the first end portion and extending 
through the opening; and 

a securing frame located distal of the opening, the retracting member slidablv 
wrapping around the securing frame. 

1 68. (Currently Amended) The wound retractor of claim 468 167, wherein the 
retracting member and the securing frame are selectively frictionally engaged. 
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169. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 168, wherein the 
frictional engagement assists in securing the retracting member to the securing frame. 

170. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 167, wherein the 
retracting member includes a sleeve. 

171 . (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 170, wherein the 
securing frame includes a ring member. 

172. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 167, further including a 
valve coupled to the anchoring frame to seal the opening. 

173. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 172, wherein the valve 
forms an iris-type valve. 

174. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 167, further including a wound 
retractor release member operatively coupled to the securing frame. 

175. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 174, wherein the wound retractor 
release member includes a pull strap operatively coupled to the securing frame and 
extending outside the body. 
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176. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 167, wherein the 
anchoring frame includes an inner member and an outer member, the retracting 
member coupled to the inner member. 

177. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 176, wherein the 
retracting member includes a portion slidable between the inner member and the outer 
member. 

178. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 177, wherein a valve is 
coupled to the inner member to seal the opening. 

179. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 178, wherein the 
retracting member includes a sleeve. 

180. (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 179, wherein the 
securing frame includes a ring member. 

181 . (Previously Presented) The wound retractor of claim 180, wherein the outer 
member includes a ring-shaped member having a groove and a portion of the inner 
member is received in the groove. 

182. (Withdrawn) The wound retractor of claim 181, further including a wound 
retractor release member having a pull strap operatively coupled to the securing frame. 
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183. (Withdrawn) A method for retracting an opening in a body, the method 
comprising: 

inserting a retracting member through an incision so that an anchoring frame 
fixed to an end of the retracting member is located proximal of the opening; and 

securing the retracting member in a retracting configuration at a location distal of 
the opening. 

184. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 183, further including 

applying tension to the retracting member to secure the retracting member in the 
retracting configuration. 

185. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 183, further including 

sealing the opening when the retracting member is in the retracting configuration. 

186. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 183, further including 

releasing the retracting member from the retracting configuration by a pull tab 
extending from the opening. 
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
